WASHINGTON — You hav e to hand it to Herman 
Welker, the rootin’-tootin’ junior senator from Ida­ 
ho. 
When it comes to putting relativ es and non­ 
working friends on Uncle Sam’s pay roll. Herman 
has the top score among the nation’s 9 6 senators. 
No other solon at the moment comes any where 
near him. 
In fact, the Republican senator from Idaho has 
just dev ised a new sy stem of putting friends and 
relativ es through college. 
He giv es them a job 
on his pay roll, which is allotted him for the ex press 
purpose of helping the people of Idaho in the na­ 
tion's capital; instead of which they continue at the 
Univ ersity of Idaho, blissfully using the tax pay ers’ 
money to defray collegiate ex penses. 
One of these lucky college students is William 
Cook, son of Welker's friend, George Cook of 
Boise, connected with a western airline. 
Young 
Cook went on Uncle Sam’s pay roll supposedly m 
Welker’s assistant around Nov ember. 19 54, at a 
rate of $3,200 a y ear. 
But though a senator’s office staff salaries are 
paid to help him represent his constituents. Cook 
does nothing for the senator or the constituents or 
any one else ex cept himself. 
Reached at the Univ ersity of Idaho, Cook admit 
ted he had been on Welker’s pay roll. 
"What do y ou do for Senator Welker?" he was 
asked. 
"I work on the campus," was the lame reply . 
"What's the nature of y our work?" 
"I’m not at liberty to say ." 
"Are y ou inv estigating the univ ersity for Senator 
Welker??" 
“ I can’t talk without first checking with the 
senator,” replied the y oung man for understandable 
reasons. 
The second student getting a schooling, courtesy 
of unsuspecting tax pay ers, is Welker’s nephew, 
Craig Nelson 
Reached by phone at the Univ ersity 
of Idaho, Nelson was asked whether he had any 
statement he wanted to make about the nature of 
his work for the senator. 
"No," he replied, and hung up. 
Craig Nelson is the son of Welker’s brother-in- 
law, Neal Nelson, who was pushed by Welker into 
the key job of regional director of the Bureau of 
Land Management at Salt Lake City for the four 
western states.

Streets. We commend to Colu mbia property owners 
the city administration’s efforts to continu e the 
street improvement program by bu ilding cu rbs and 
gu tters and su rfacing more u npaved streets this 
su mmer. 
Owners of su ch property shou ld receive 
the proposals favorably, both from a sense of civic 
pride and a sense of self-interest. Sidewalks, cu rbs, 
gu tters and street paving are all a part ot the 
natu ral cost of city property, and they are in nearly 
even- instance, worth a good deal more to the 
property owner than they cost him. not only in 
the increased valu e which they provide for the 
property, bu t also for the satisfaction which they 
bring to the occu pant of the properly. 
Street improvement has marked the tu rning point 
for many a neighborhood. 
It leads natu rally to a 
general development of a neighborhood as it makes 
it more sightly, brings an end to du st in dry 
weather and mu d in wet, and contribu tes to the 
overall effort to make Colu mbia a better place in 
which to live. 
Where a nu mber of jobs can b€ done at one 
time, as the city now proposes, the cost to the 
individu al property owner is less and the q u ality 
of the work, particu larly the paving, is apt to be 
mu ch better. The city’s efforts to grou p a nu mber 
of these projects each su mmer is distinctly 
to the 
advantage 
of the individu al property owner, and 
we hope that many Colu mbians now living on u n­ 
paved or u n-cu rbed streets will take advantage of 
the proposal. 
Their property valu es will be in­ 
creased more than the work will cost, and their 
pride of possession will be worth ev en more.

WASHINGTON - T a l k i ng is 
better than shooting.

Only 
wild optimists, who have forgotten 
the blind alleys and broken agree­ 
ments to which other post war 
conferences led, will expect mu ch 
from this one. Bu t as Secretary of 
State Du lles said on his retu rn 
from Eu rope, it now appears the 
u pcoming meeting 
will 
!h* held 
u nder conditions which "hold some 
promise of constru ctive accomp­ 
lishment." 
In any case, there’s 
nothing mu ch to be lost in trying. 
The mere fact that Russia is 
willing to talk at this time is con­ 
sidered a fav orable omen by many 
observ ers. The pattern of Soviet 
diplomacy, according to one the­ 
ory, has been changing since Sta­ 
lin’s death. Ru ssian belligerence 
has diminished 
and expanionist 
policy has been de-emphasized. 
If a high level conference will 
encou rage Ru ssia to follow a more 
peacefu l path, the argu ment ru ns, 
then by all means let u s have the 
conference. 
A rebu ff might tempt 
the Soviet Union to embrace again 
the ferociou s doctrines of Stalin. 
The tu rn of events before World 
War II lends verisimilitu de to this 
theory. For a time Ru ssia was 
the leading exjx» nent of collective 
secu rity. Bu t the Mu nich agree­ 
ment, and the diplomatic collapse 
of the West du ring the Czech cri­ 
sis, had a profou nd impact on 
Moscow.

Dramatic by­ 
produ cts, su ch as world wide dis 
armament, are u tterly improbable. 
Bu t the talks may make it less 
likely that Ru ssia will continu e its 
role of international mu ggery.

plomacy will t>e strained most if 
Ru ssia proves exceptionally tract­ 
able at the conference.

When the 
blood su pply has been cu t off to 
a toe. for example, the entire toe 
may have to be removed. 
In Raynau d’s disease, the blood 
su pply to a particu lar part is not 
cu t off entirely bu t the blood ves­ 
sels affected go into spavsms and 
contract, especially when exposed 


! Raynau d's disease to be cu red by 
relaxing and resting as mu ch as 
possible, it shou ld be said that 
j this will probably not be enou gh 
thou gh the relaxation and resting 
shou ld help together with other 
forms of treatment.

as yet which can be considered 
a su re cu re.
